After the blond, air, and gn*et nre ex- 
pelled, end the meat hu remained in the mine 
f r six or eight hours, it it cured. The whole 
protest will require s bo lit twelve houn. 

The principle on which th* method arm is 
that of a preaaure upon the meat in a voeuum. 
In tu ordinary condition th* meat it ailed with 
blood, til. and gasot when immersed in brine, 
in the ordinery process, these by their reiitting 
power, prevent the brine from entering the 
meat ; blood hu amnily with the brine, and 
leave* the meat to unite with it. The pressure 
uf the water, and il* tpeciln gravity being 
greater than that of the air and gases, the air 
and guet rise u the surface and esrlpr, and 
tlie brine lakes their place. To do iLis, how- 
-ver, lakes lime, and about tix wteki are found 
necessary to accomplish it. When, however, 
ihe meat i. in a vacuum, the blond, air, and 
gaae* stea/'e iff ones ; having rsc.ipt'd. llic brine 
ixetta it* pressure, and the meat ii charged in 
once. The pressure, in the ordinary method 
of curing ia nothing more than (hat wldch iri*ea 
from the weight and pressure of the qusntity 
nr brine neeetsary to Cover the me*t. ln the 
cylinder, the Hunt, when the' blood, air. mid 
gnsct hove been separated from ii hi 
the vacuum, can bo tubjectid to 
on illEmilnljle amount Lif pressure. To do 
this, nothing more is necessary than tht eleva- 
tion of the vat. roonected u i* the vat by a 
pipe ta the cyunder, the pretauro i* in propor- 
tion to the elevation of the vat, be meani of 
the vacuum the meat ie freed from alt the 
mca.ni of resistance to tlie entrance of the 
hiiue, and the prea.ure uf tha brine may be 
carried to any extent thai the meat will teal 
without ciiUapiing. When in vacuum it ti 
awoollcn, its fibre distended and porei opc-r, 
and it readily admits the hrine even it the 
limple preiiureor the mere quantity of brine 
which the cylinder will hold. In tint matter, 
experience has taught that the pressure of a 
■ingle atmosphere is the most effective : a 
glektet One tend* id dose the pore* of the va- 
cated rant, aad a triple atmospheric pressure 

method is. that the vacuum nit the meat at 
once to admit the brine ; end the pressure, if 
not loo grett, at once force* the brio* into the 
vaeatod pom, and (Ida d»no, the meal ia 
cored. Iir «st of Ih* raeuum, the natural 
prnccts i* shortened from weeks to hour*, and 
the meet it cured at loaH as perfectly ; indeed 
far more perfectly, 

Such i. Mr, Daruwn'i process. He hat pa- 
tented It, arid deacTVea, for hia ingenuity scien- 
tifically applied, (o reap a rich harvest. Rich 
u it may be, il will be but the foin( shadow of 
the om- lo be reaped hy tins great nieat-raixuiga 
r uring. and eating country. 

The advantage of a rtawJ caring of meat in 
perfect manner, it obvious to every one. But 
there ^ro numerous advantages beetde. Let ue 
en umerate thorn. 

All meats silted and cured hi the ardinarv 
method, require two packings to pass intpee'. 
linn, and for family use. When the tnenl is 
cured, which will bo ut the end of tix weeks or 
two montht, the brine it bloody and foul. In 
(he Isrgc packing and inspection establishments, 
the meat is rcpaeki-d, and the lint hrnio is 
thrown rtvrny. With the rnruum process the 
meat when cured, at tile end of twelve hour*, 
is froo from blond, and ready Co receive it* final 
parking, lit to ptu inspection, or keepin i for 
(ainily use. In the procc» of curing, potk in- 
crvue* in weight, ten to eleven pet cent. In 
the ordinary prnccj., two months arc neresnary 
to gain thia ; and, of Cutlrte, tho interest ■taring. 
Find insurance, for (hat period, ue lost lo some- 
body ; in the vaeuum process the meti is cured 
in twelve hours, and the ten per eent._gain is 
Lii/dtneJ At e.icr, anil there Is no ]«* of time, 
interest, storage, or insurance. In the ardin try 
method, the p.ickcr cannot eel] probably until 
ntVr two pi.Lhi.ig* and two montU of lime j in 
the vacuum proev,*, h* may icll in onu day, 
reaping th* gain of the increase. 

The longer the meat ii in curing, the more 
the natural juices are iilrartcd hy the hrine. 
Hence, when the meat ll cured equally well u 
to itt being tared, ill quality will tic better 
in the short protest, fur iti juteei arc not loll 
in the brine. 

These ml vantages apply to all season* of the 
year, and by the vaeuum proceu there i* * 
cretl gain, even in ihe winter, when meat can 
be cured by the ordinary proeeu. Hut there 
it yet another «d vantage, md it ia thil :— 
Meat, by the vacuum process, mar be cured 
summer u well and u perfectly and 
' ; once in the cylinder, it i» 
rr will make it ao at once, 
w any dictintatinee* ; but, if necetenry, 
the cylinder may be en closed In a wooden 
box ( k non^oondactor 1, and th* spore 
between cue and cylinder filled with powdered 
charcoal. Thit at one* makes a refrigerator, 
and with Ihe brine, • temperature approaching 
th* fterxing point may he obtained during the 
whole time of curing. 

In tho Weal, less cspitnl for tlie purchase of 
meat will be necessary if (he vacuum process be 
adopted, for time, interest, storage, tnd in* 
ei: rar.ee, will be anted . Bui lo the Wu| it 
will give yet mother advantage,— it will enable 
them to eomntene* packing earlier, Not un- 
usual is it fur them at Cincinnati and St. Louil 
to be closed up in December with fee, and a 
stop put to shipment. If packing can com. 
msmce in October, the lot* of cold wualher in 
feeding and the staying power of toe will bo 
obviated. A hog orabeeve i* tilted more 
easily In warm than in cold weather. But 
neither eon be killed and cured in warm 
weather by (he ordinary process ; by tlio va- 
cuum process they may. To pack in the ordi- 
nary way you must feed longer, and that even 
with a scarcity of food, to get to tho cold 
weather, that you may safely cure ; and by no 
meant can you meet a present denund or a 
rising market. By the vacuum process you 
obviate long feeding, warm weather (and that 
may occur even It midwinter ta spoil 
meat cured in the ordinary model, and you 
may meet a p resent demand or a rising mar- 
ket, without lou of interest, storage, or injur - 
ante, It may be objected thai then ia tu «■

Tho meat it then 
token from the cylinder, the aklnpen removed, 
and the meat returned to the cylinder and again 
charged with pickle, and it again perfect. 



If melt be tainted, it 1* plaeed in the cylinder 
and charged with a ws*V solution of lime : 
taken out, dried, and returned to the cylinder, 
•nd again rtierged with pickle; and then It ia 

dilhrult lo di*tmguish it from sound tneut- 

Itxins and bacon, old, blackened and spoiled 
in appouauoe, will not lake in pickle by im- 
merai ju ; subjected to tho voewum proceu' they 
may. and in a lew hour*, be reilm-rd lo fresh 
appearance, and after smoking bt equal to new 
one*. 

Moat just killed and warm may be put, in 
midsummer, into the cylinder, and eurod in 
twelve hours pttfcctly. By atecping it cannot 
bceurid ut all in warm weather : in vacuum it 
may he lit all seuaqs. 

Beef cured in the vacuum ia done and 
pocked in a day, and 1ms gained itt fuB in. 
ereuo. Cured hy ileeping, it it once looses 
8ve per cent,, and takes month* to regain itt 
use and add the usual gain arising from pack 
■ng. 

Ill hot eliniite*. meat cannot he cured by 
sleeping it jny season ; by the vacuum it can 
in any climate at all sessou*. 

A* in ordinary pocking, sugar, splcot, or 
acid, may be mlded to the hrine; hut in tht 
vacuum process they wilt be more perfectly 
token up. and meat more highly flavoured. 

The vacuum process it applicable to all 
kind* of meat* ; and all kind* of fluids may be 
infused into mestt hy it, A variety of ROti 
sceptic, beside* .alt will preserve if they cat 
he injecti-d into mem ; hut be fere the mea 
eould take them by .tccping, it would he 
spoiled in any wcnlhcr but the roldctl, and in 
the coldest would be slale Hint, By the 
vacuum ihcae may bo injected nt once, and 
(tic meat fiurouicd hy them- peculiar preset tn- 
tivtlttidl. 

To th* wett, Ii oner* great focilitiea and 
economUn. u the west la now (he great meat 
gtoww tnd pucker. 

But this invention ia truly a great boon tn 
the people of the south. They now bring 
their pork and beef from the west. Hereafter, 
,th*y may cure it for themselves. Now, they 
cannot, with a certainty of keeping, even In 
winter. With Mr, Davison's process they 
may cur* at aU teasxina. Hervssftur, they tnar 
core with tafety and economy, They may 
thus become not only (heir own pork and beef 
growers, but ihcy mar odd pork and beef to 
their exports. Indeed, in time, it may fairly 
be predicted thtlthe region of country on the 
Oulfuf Mexico will be tho only country that 
can export pork and beef ptufilably. Her 
climate will grow it without expense, for het 
pasturt* are ever green, and her Held* may 
ever be filled with pork fattening cseule.it*. 
In no region duet a |*jd hog do better than in 
0 warm one, in the c.vttnn and suglr region, 
etertf planter mi* himself make all hit bacon, 
for he i. ne.w able lo cure it.
